not a property tax, but an excise 
tax imposed upon the privilege of

The term “capital stock” fe con- 
etrued to indicate an appraisal of 
the value of the capital stock ar- 
rived at by considering various fac- 
tors of value, by the ercise of 
judgment, rather than an auditor's 
exact determination of the value of 
the net worth of tangible asseta. 
Regarding consideration of sur- 
plus and undivided profits, the 
court holds that in estimating cap- 
ital stock value, the computation 
must not be restricted to the par 
value of the capital stook, Dory sur- 
plus and undivided profits, but 
while these two factors must be 
considered, others must not be 


eliminated.

the court gays there should be 
considered in addition to the net 
worth of the corporate assets as

However, vaccination is not al- 


ways harmless any more than a 
Seratch of any kind is harmless. 
We have heard of pin pricks and 
razor scratches and the cutting of 
corns resulting in death. The dan- 
ger from the scratch caused 
making a vaccination is due to the 
same reason for such accidents— 


I would not mentiod these com- 
plications at all were they not so 
grossly exaggerated in the anti- 
vaccination literature. However, 
it is just as well for you to know 
that there is a danger if you allow 
the wound to become dirty and in- 
fected——just as there is a danger 
in allowing any wound to become 
dirty and infected. 

Now let me give you some rea- 
sons why we know that having 
cowpox—probably a modified form 
of smalipox, but one which is very 
mild and angerous—will 
cause your system to manufacture 
a defense which will protect you 
against the dangerous and loath- 
some and many times fatal form of 
smallpox. 

I gave you the figures in a pre- 
vious article about the terrible 
total of d in the Philippines. 
Fitty tho 
curred there during the last few 
years. Ninety-three per cent of 
these were among the wunvacci- 
nated and only 7 per cent among 
the vaccinated. This 7 per cent 
might not have died had it not 
been that a very virulent strain of 
smalipox had developed among 
the unvaccinated producing an in- 
fection which the ordinary im- 
munity was unable to combat. 
When the effective systematic vac- 
cination was re-established in 
1918 smalipox again disappeared. 

Here are a few other figures 
which show how vaccination pro- 
tects. In Sweden, where there ts 
compulsory vaccination law, the
